Family partita and groups of frienda
are planning for long or short vaca-
tions, and realize tbat much of the de-
light in camping depends on proper
preparation.

Generally a camping outfit consist
of tents, tent poles, sheet-Iro- n store
and pipe, tables, chairs, bedding and
kitchen uteri. I Is. Most of this Is car-
ried free by tbe railroads and all are
necessary if the camp life Is to be a
success. It la of prime importance tbat
tbe tent be substantia! and good. Two
persons can get along with one tent,
but It there are more In the party it
ia well to have three, one for the
women and one for the men, and a
general mess tent. In this last tho
cooking and eating Is done and It
serves as a general assembly room. A
good tent cost about 110 and should
be made or waterproof sail cloth and
have a window at the end, opposite
tho door. Celluloid windows aro made
which can bo Inserted after the tent
is purchased. This allows good circu-
lation of air through tho tentroom.

A stovo fop a small party is large
enough with two holes and a three-Jointe- d

pipe, but as a stovo with four
boles costs only CO cents or a dollar
more many persons buy tho large one.
Bomo persons prefer to sleep on plno
boughs covered with green. If n cot
Is taken It should be a spring cot of
tho folding variety and with It should
bo thick woolen comforters, pillows,
pillow cases, blankets, folding tablo,
folding chairs, camp stool and looking
rlasB.

Of course ovoryono who camps pic-
tures nn Ideal diet of fresh fish, fresh
eggs, butter and milk tho first ob-
tained from nonrhy strenms nnd tho
lust named from n handy nnd accom-
modating farmer. Alas, too often dis-
illusion follows. Tho fish will not al-
ways blto and tho former Is not al-
ways handy or always amlablo. For
this reason It Is woll to tnko a supply
of emergency groceries as well as tho
cotahlos that one must havo ror every-
day living. Ham, bacon, salt pork a,nd
codfish will holp out on tho days when
nsli or fresh meat cannot bo obtained.

If thn women want n good tlmu thoy
cannot wish to ho cooking, ho cookies,
ginger snaps, wafers, nuts, raisins,
dntos and figs will holp for desserts
when frosh fruit cannot bo procured,
and will ohvlato cako-hakln- IMonty
of butter, lard, breakfast food; oranges,
lemons, apples, potatoes, crackers',
vinegar, ollvo oil, catsup, mustunl, ha-
lting powdor, soda, yeast cakes, rlco
and tho general contents of a Inrdor
should bo packed securely In a largo
box, opened carefully and placed on
top of tho box, ror slinlves nro not as
a rule available In a tent.

salt Indispensable, Women should
wear a short dress of some thick mate-
rial, stout shoes and stockings and a
aunbennet or wide-rimme- d bat. Both
are iocky if they have rubber suits
for wading In trout streams. Sewing
utensils will be found a necessity al-

most every day, for tears acd buttons
must be attended to if clothes are to
last throughout the vacation and as a
rule one outfit is taken, with changes
of washable portions of drees.

Of courso the location is decided
upon before leaving and If possible a
man Is engaged to cart all camping
appurtenances from the train to the
camp. Trees and runnlne water make
an ideal combination for a camp, but
care must be taken tbat the spot is
not malarious or damp. There are
Ideal spots In tho Blue Ridge moun-
tains, in the Adirondack, In various
National monuments, such as tbe Yel-
lowstone park, near the Grand Canyon
of the Colorado, In Colorado. Nor does
one neid to go rar away, ror a friend-
ly farmer not rar rrom town may be
willing to rent space ror a tent, lr it
is Impossible to go any distance.

In planning a hunting trip it Is nec-
essary to know regarding the gamo
laws. Information can bo obtained
rrom the game and fish commissioner
of the state In which the camp is lo-

cated. A good way to learn or con-
venient and enjoyable camping
grounds Is to wrlto tho general pas-
senger agent or tho railroad which
passes through the desired district.
Ho has a list of desirable places and
will forward this and answer questions
Pertaining to transportation, and often
knows regarding conveniences-- . In
fact some roads publish literature on
tho subject. There Is ono essential to
both men and women who expect to
camp. This cannot bo checked a
haggago but must bo taken with the
person. It Is tho determination to
havo a good time, to make tho most
or every pleasure that presents Itseir,
and to overlook tho dlscornrorts that
occasionally creep In no matter how
well the trip has been planned.
Hqulpped with tho last desideratum
tho camping party will bo a success.

The water level in the
ground becomes lower and capillary
action, which briogs tbe water to the
surface", gets more aad more feeble,
A rain may come to replenish the sup-
ply, cm a drought may come and the
top layers of the soil be without mois-
ture and the crops suffer. But some-
thing can be done to hold la reserve
this spring supply of water. We can
kep it for our crops, largely, if we
will go to the trouble. In the San
Joaquin valley. CaL, where it does cot
rain in summer, they consider tbat
they are all right for a grain crop,
provided there Is enough rain in win-

ter thoroughly to wet the ground.
The soil should be harrowed down

smooth as fast as it Is plowed. Evap-
oration Is more rapid in proportion
as the surface Is more uneven. If
a rain comes and puddles the surfa-- e,

be sure to barrow just as soon as
dry enough. A crust should cot be al-

lowed to form. Stirring the soil breaks
up the capillary circulation acd keeps
tbe water from tbe immediate surface,
hence retarding evaporation. If a cul-

tivated crop Is planted on the ground,
the stirring of the soil can go on for
the greater part ot the season. Do not
wait ror a rain, but keep tbe ground
stirred.

The story is told of an Irish farmer
in this section of south Jersey who
wore out the patience or his hired help
by keeping them behind the cultiva-
tors In a corn field during a long
drought They didn't see any good In
It. But ho had a fair crop or corn,
while his neighbors had none. By
working a dust mulch on the surface,
the spring stores or water were made
to feed the crop, whereas In other
cases it had escaped by evaporation
before tho corn had needed 1L To
get the best results, the ground should
be left as nearly level as possible;
consequently a weeder or a narrow- -

toothed culttvator Is besL
Some will say thnt II a rain comes

in time this extra tillage will be work
thrown nway, but It Is noL The stir-
ring of the soil, no matter how long
beforo planting It may be, bow fine the
surface Is, or how clean the crop, Is
never wasted labor. Tillage has been
called a substitute for manure. It Is
undoubtedly true that most soils con-
tain enough plant-foo- ror hundreds or
good crqps, but It Is not In available
rorm. Kvery time tho soil Is stirred,
lotting In the air and rearranging tho
particles, some chemical action Is
started nnd a llttlo plant-roo- Is set
rreo. I havo mado experiments to this
effect, nnd It has proved to bo true, so
I ask every reader to try this plan
and seo If It will not bo a benefit to
him this summer.
